WHO  IS  MY  NEIGHBOUR? 


The  word  love  is  used  very 
loosely  in  today's  world.  Although 
we  intertwine  and  even  often  con- 
fuse the  broad  range  of  its  mean- 
ings, each  meaning  is  quite  distinct 
from  the  others.  Christ's  ministry 
touched  upon  one  of  these, 
summed  up  in  His  two  command- 
ments, "Love  the  Lord  your  God 
. . ."  and  "Love  your  neighbour  as 
yourself . . .".  This  love,  the  great- 
est of  them  all,  is  the  one  He  spoke 
of  in  the  parable  of  the  Good  Sa- 
maritan. It  was  a  revolutionary  love 
which  no  other  man,  philosopher, 
or  religious  leader  had  thought  of. 

Although  it  is  not  wrong  to  ask 
questions  regarding  our  faith  to  re- 
ceive insight,  the  man,  who  pro- 
posed the  question  Who  is  my 
neighbour?  to  Christ,  had  evil  inten- 
tions trying  to  corner  and  outsmart 
Him.  Yet  through  this  parable,  not 
only  did  Christ  come  out  victorious 
but  He  revealed  truth  to  the  world. 
The  answer  to  the  question  Who  is 
my  neighbour?  may  seem  easy  and 
is  something  which  we  have  heard 
repeatedly.  Let  us  look  at  the  par- 
able situation  though.  A  man,  hav- 
ing been  robbed  and  stripped  of 
his  clothing,  beaten  mercilessly  by 
a  group  of  thieves  is  left  half-dead 
on  a  roadside.  No  doubt,  he  was 
a  man  in  need  of  love.  Two  other 
men  pass  by,  a  priest  and  a  Levite, 
yet  neither  stopped  to  give  any  as- 
sistance and  passed  on  by  pretend- 
ing as  though  this  incident,  that 
this  man's  need,  did  not  exist. 

I'm  sure  though  that  if  you 
stopped  these  two  men  later  on 
and  asked  them  to  answer  the 
question  Who  is  my  neighbour?, 
they  would  be  able  to  give  you  a 
complete  answer  (especially  the 
priest  who  knew  the  Jewish  Law) 
much  like  you  or  I  could  today.  Yet 
neither  of  these  men  stopped.  They 
both  passed  on  by.  Knowing  full 
well   the   answer   and   that   the 


beaten  man  was  their  neighbour, 
they  did  nothing.  I'm  sure  we  all 
know  the  answer  too  but  what  do 
we  do  with  our  answer?  Do  we  also 
pass  on  by? 

Our  awareness  is  continually  in- 
creasing regarding  the  needs  of 
others,  for  example:  the  growing 
number  of  hungry  and  homeless  in 
Toronto,  the  many  who  are  sick 
and  suffering  in  hospitals,  and  the 
elderly  who  often  are  left  alone 
with  no  one  to  care  for  them. 


Christ  purposely  uses  a  Samar- 
itan as  the  hero  of  His  story.  Sa- 
maritans, at  this  time,  were 
despised  by  the  Jewish  people  and 
were  considered  lower  class  peop- 
les because  they  had  compromised 
their  faith.  In  fact,  it  was  even  ta- 
boo for  a  Jew  to  be  seen  with  a  Sa- 
maritan. Unlike  the  others  though. 


the  Samaritan  is  filled  with  compas- 
sion when  he  sees  the  man.  He 
bandaged  the  man's  wounds,  lifted 
him  up  on  his  own  animal,  and 
brought  him  to  an  inn  where  he 
took  care  of  him.  Before  he  left  the 
next  day,  he  gave  money  to  the  inn- 
keeper to  pay  for  any  medical  at- 
tention the  man  would  need,  and 
promised  to  return  in  a  few  days 
to  pay  the  innkeeper  for  anything 
more  he  may  have  spent.  This  is 
an  example  of  complete  sacrifice; 
both  of  time  and  of  money,  and  it 


was  a  Samaritan,  not  a  Jewish 
priest  or  Levite  that  made  it!  The 
Samaritan  did  not  know  the  man 
lying  on  the  ground  at  all,  he  had 
no  relation  with  him,  yet  he  rose 
above  this  to  sacrifice  his  wealth, 
ignored  the  fact  that  cultural  differ- 
ences existed  between  them,  and 
put  his  own  personal  safety  at  risk. 
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He  put  into  practice  what  the  Jew- 
ish priest  and  Levite  did  not.  His 
love  for  the  man  lying  on  the  road- 
side was  the  highest  form  of  love. 
His  love  was  boundless.  It  was  un- 
conditional. His  love  reached  out. 
It  was  a  love  consisting  of  action. 
It  was  a  love  that  rose  above  all 
else.  This  is  the  love  Christ 
preached  about.  It  was  Christian 
love. 

At  the  end  of  the  parable,  Christ 
asks  the  final,  yet  key  question 
"Which  of  the  three  acted  more  as 
a  neighbour  toward  the  man?"  The 
answer  is  obviously  the  Samaritan. 
Christ  then  says  to  the  man  who 
had  asked  Him  the  question,  "Go 
and  do  likewise."  Christ  was  not 
merely  sending  His  message  to- 
wards that  man  in  particular,  nor 
towards  the  Jewish  people,  but  to 
all  of  humanity.  He  was  calling  out 
to  all  people  of  all  times.  It  was  a 
call  to  love.  This  love  was  unique 
because  for  the  first  time  it  encom- 
passed all  of  humanity. 

His  call  is  active  today  in  com- 
munities such  as  that  here  at  St. 
Michael's.  Being  more  than  just  an 
educational  institution,  one  does 
not  have  to  go  far  to  see  the 
presence  of  the  love  of  Christ.  Each 
and  every  day  through  the  work  of 
teachers  and  students  together 
one  can  clearly  see  the  example  of 
Christ.  Whether  one  is  participat- 
ing in  academics,  athletics,  or  other 
activities,  the  spirit  of  our  school, 
St.  Michael's,  is  present.  We  can 
see  directly  the  example  of  the  Sa- 
maritan in  the  wide  range  of  pro- 
grams that  are  directed  by  the 
Chaplaincy  such  as  Meals  on  Foot, 
Meals  on  Wheels,  the  Christmas 
and  Easter  Baskets,  Out  of  the 
Cold,  the  Good  Shepherd  Refuge, 
International  Aid  to  countries  like 
Somalia,  and  the  Pro-Life  Club.  St. 
Michael's,  as  a  whole  community, 
lives  out  Christ's  ministry  of  loving 
your  neighbour. 

We  have  chosen  the  phrase 
"Who  is  my  neighbour?"  to  be  the 


theme  of  the  1993  edition  of  the 
Tower  yearbook.  We  have  left  it  in 
a  question  format  to  allow  for  a  per- 
sonal answer.  As  we  flip  through 
the  pages  of  this  book,  marked  by 
the  events  and  people  of  1993,  we 
can  look  back  and  re-evaluate, 
come  to  a  fuller  realization  of  our 
answer.  What  should  distinguish 
us  as  Christians  is  our  love,  a 
Christ-like  love,  genuine,  uncondi- 
tional, and  boundless.  It  is  not 
enough  to  believe  in  our  hearts  and 
remain  passive,  like  the  priest  and 
the  Levite.  Activity  is  characteris- 
tic of  Christ's  love  and  although  the 
realization  of  it  is  the  first  step,  it 
is  not  the  last.  ".  .  .  for  I  was  hun- 
gry and  you  gave  Me  food;  I  was 
thirsty  and  you  gave  Me  drink;  I 
was  sick  and  you  visited  Me;  I  was 
in  prison  and  you  came  to  Me.  Then 
the  righteous  will  answer  Him  say- 
ing, 'Lord,  when  did  we  see  You 
hungry  and  feed  You,  or  thirsty  and 
gave  You  drink?  When  did  we  see 


You  a  stranger  and  take  You  in,  or 
naked  and  clothe  You?  Or  when 
did  we  see  You  sick,  or  in  prison 
and  come  to  You?'  And  the  King 
will  answer  and  say  to  them,  'As- 
suredly I  say  to  you,  in  as  much  as 
you  did  it  to  one  of  the  least  of 
these  brethren,  you  did  it  to  Me."' 
We  have  been  given  the  opportun- 
ity, by  participating  in  the  St. 
Michael's  community,  to  find  the 
answer  to  the  question  Who  is  my 
neighhniir'^  Everybody.

VALEDICTORY 
ADDRESS

A  little  more  than  five  years  ago,  a  de- 
cision was  made  by  almost  every  member 
of  this  year's  graduating  class.  Whether 
it  was  a  choice  coaxed  by  parents  or  one 
truly  desired  by  some  of  us,  it  was  decided 
that  we  were  to  attend  St.  Michael's  Col- 
lege School,  a  school  with  a  clear  commit- 
ment to  excellence,  a  school  with  a  long 
history  of  champions,  and  most  impor- 
antly  a  school  that  would  teach  Christian 
values  in  life.  The  decision  was  made.  The 
result  of  it  is  the  graduates  you  see  among 
you.  For  the  class  of  1993,  this  day  is  the 
culmination  of  all  the  hard  work  and  effort 
of  the  past  five  years  and  as  we  gather 
as  a  class  for  the  last  time,  I  think  it  is  clear 
to  every  one  of  us  how  important  St. 
Michael's  has  been  in  shaping  our  minds, 
^ur  skills,  our  goals,  our  decisions,  and 
3ur  lives.  Today  we  gather  to  recognize 
the  contributions  that  the  graduating  class 
had  made  to  the  St.  Michael's  community 
as  well  to  thank  those  who  have  helped 
us  reach  the  position  in  which  we  find  our- 
selves. 

Most  of  us  entered  St.  Michael's  in  grade 
nine.  As  inexperienced  boys  fresh  out  of 
elementary  school  we  had  little  or  no 
knowledge  of  the  tradition  of  which  we 
were  becoming  part.  We  had  heard  ru- 
mours about  the  legendary  St.  Mike's  but 
we  had  no  first  hand  experience.  However, 
as  we  finish  our  last  year  it  is  evident  that 
the  St.  Michael's  tradition  is  something 
special.  Not  only  is  it  the  tradition  of  cham- 
pions in  football,  hockey,  basketball,  base- 
ball, and  track  and  field;  not  only  is  it  a 
tradition  of  champions  in  debating,  chess, 
reach  for  the  top,  and  public  speaking;  not 
only  is  it  a  tradition  of  champions  in  the 
community  with  projects  such  as  Out  of 
the  Cold,  Meals  on  Wheels,  and  Meals  on 
Foot,  but  it  is  a  tradition  of  the  complete 
education  of  the  human  person  in  all 
aspects  of  life.  Excellence,  be  it  academic, 
athletic,  artistic,  spiritual,  goes  hand  in 
nand  with  St.  Michael's,  which  founded 
by  the  Basilian  Fathers  over  140  years 
ago,  is  still  going  strong  today. 

The  Basilians  clear  commitment  to  the 
catholic  education  of  young  men  in  Tor- 
onto is  something  for  which  we  all  must 
be  thankful  and  something  for  which  we 
owe  a  debt.  I  believe,  that  all  the  Basilians 
ask  for  as  payment  is  that  our  actions  re- 
flect the  education  we  have  received  at 
the  school.  This  school  offers  a  complete 
education  where  other  schools  come  up 
short  and  the  guidance  and  support  of  the 
Basilians  have  played  a  vital  part  in  en- 
suring this.  I  am  sure  the  Basilians  will 
be  remembered  by  us  as  we  leave,  not 
only  for  their  support  but  in  the  everyday 
involvement  with  the  student  body:  Father 
Mulcahy's  archery  announcements. 
Father  Zinger's  garden  duty,  Father 
Holmes'  pocket  vectors,  to  name  a  few. 


I  am  also  sure  that  all  of  us  will  never  for- 
get Father  Murphy,  who  has  decided  to 
leave  the  St.  Michael's  community  for  a 
post  in  Indiana.  Who  can  forget  being 
called  down  to  see  him  in  front  of  the 
office  just  to  receive  a  happy  birthday 
handshake,  or  being  tackled  in  the  locker 
room  after  school.  It  is  these  Basilians  that 
make  the  school  so  successful  and  they 
play  the  biggest  part  in  the  continuance 
of  the  St.  Michael's  tradition. 

In  our  five  years  together  we  students 
have  become  accustomed  to  the  same 
faces.  We  expect  to  see  them  daily.  Today 
may  be  the  last  time  we  see  each  other. 
We  came  together  from  all  over  the  city, 
some  of  us  with  others  we  knew,  others 
without,  but  as  we  leave  I  honestly  believe 
that  we  all  go  as  friends.  There  has  been 
the  occasional  spat  over  the  years,  but 
people  are  forgiven  and  grudges  forgot- 
ten. The  friends  we  have  made  at  St. 
Mike's  have  been  an  important  part  of  our 
growth.  Some  of  us  will  remain  in  close 
contact,  while  others  will  go  separate 
ways,  but  what  is  important  is  the  way  in 
which  each  person  contributed  our  experi- 
ence at  St.  Michael's.  All  of  us  here  today 
offered  something  unique  to  the  school. 
Everyone  will  remember  John  Cardella's 
hoickety  choik  at  sporting  events,  Edwin 
Wong's  chess  team,  Joe  Lopresti's 
saunter,  John  Markez's  plea  for  news- 
paper articles,  Chris  Dempsey's  facts  of 
the  day,  trying  to  tell  apart  Mike  and  Chris 
Fortier  as  well  as  a  host  of  other  memo 
ries,  too  numerous  to  fit  in  Shane  Holten  b 
distinctive  van.  It  is  on  this  day  that  the 
skills,  hard  work,  and  dedication  to  excel- 
lence of  the  graduating  class  are  lauded. 
As  friends  we  go  our  separate  ways  but 
as  students  of  St.  Michael's  we  have  all 
shared  a  unique  and  important  experi- 
ence. 

Today  we  say  good-bye  to  the  St. 
Michael's  community,  a  tradition  of  which 
we  will  forever  be  a  part.  Next  year  most 
of  us  will  be  attending  different  schools 
around  the  province,  around  the  conti- 
nent, but  we  will  have  an  education  that 
has  prepared  us  for  what  is  to  come  in 
the  future.

Ask  any  one  of  our  students  and  they  will  cer- 
tainly tell  you  this  is  far  from  a  complete  def- 
inition. Although  this  may  be  good  enough  and 
practical  for  a  dictionary,  it  in  no  way  encom- 
passes the  Tower  experience.  Yes  true,  we  do 
present  information  like  who  played  on  what 
team,  which  staff  members  were  teaching  that 
year,  and  annual  recordings  like  Academic 
Awards,  Graduation,  and  Athletic  Awards.

Father  Murphy  himself  commented  that  he  had 
been  with  us  for  ten  years  which  was  well  over 
his  initial  committment  of  six  years. 

As  we  know,  a  change  is  always  good  for  one 
although  in  this  case  it  is  we  who  will  suffer 
We  wish  Father  Murphy  continued  and  even 
greater  success  in  his  new  appointment  to  An- 
drean  High  School  in  Indiana. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  see  him  depart  but 
there  remain  with  us  the  memories  of  his  stay. 
We  recall  his  inspiring  messages  to  us  as  we 
began  each  day,  giving  us  a  theme,  something 
to  focus  on.

It  was  on  a  one-to-one 
basis  that  Father  Murphy  enjoyed  doing  his 
work  which  hinged  on  directness,  frankness  and 
a  consideration  of  the  worth  of  each  individual. 

We  recalUhe  many  occasions  when  Father  Mur- 
phy arranged  to  have  our  school  Masses  and 
Penitential  Services  and  how  careful  he  was 


to  make  each  of  these  meaningful  in  our  lives. 

We  recall  Father's  solicitude  for  the  poor  when 
along  with  Sister  Susan  Moran  and  the  students 
of  St.  Michael's,  he  established  "Out  of  the 
Cold"  refuge  for  the  homeless  of  this  city.  Father 
Murphy  was  committed  to  charity  to  the  poor 
and  was  able  to  pass  this  on  to  the  students 
by  their  service  to  the  "Meals  on  Wheels"  pro- 
gram and  the  Good  Shepherd  Refuge. 

We  recall  Father  Murphy's  care  for  the  needy 
in  his  many  food,  clothing  and  money  drives  at 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  at  Lent. 

Father  Murphy  was  given  public  recognition  by 
the  Meals  on  Wheels  Organization  because  of 
his  program  with  his  St.  Michael's  students.  He 
has  been  acclaimed  by  his  colleagues  and  com- 
mended by  his  Superiors  for  work  well  done. 
For  all  of  this,  Father  John  Murphy,  in  his  mod- 
est unassuming  way  would  shrug  these  off  but 
would  take  to  his  heart  and  treasure  always  the 
knowledge  that  he  had  helped  someone  to  come 
closer  to  God.
